M.  Clemenceau  a  pris  en  France  la  t^te  d'une  campagne  mon- 
diale  qui  vise  i  exterminer  les  Turcs.  Les  opinions  d'un  homme 
politique  comme  de  tout  autre  homme   d^rivent  des   sources  de 
connaissance  oil  il  a  eu  I'occasion  de  puiser  ses  idees  a  I'endroit 
d'une  question  donn^e.   M.  Clemenceau,  de  tous  temps  iiabilement 
circonvenu  par  nos  ennemis  interieurs  et  ext^rieurs  n'a  cess6  de 
nourrir  la  haine  la  plus  ftroce  contre  les  Turcs  qu'il  ne  s'est  jamais 
donn6  la  peine  de  connaJtre  de  pr^s  et  dont  il  n'a  peut-^tre  meme 
pas  6tudi6  sommairement  les  moeurs  et  I'histoire;  on  n'aime  que  ce 
que  I'on  connait  et  I'on  ne  connait  qu'en  aimant  quelque  peu.  Nous 
ne  voulons  pas  ici  d^crire  ces  moeurs  et  raconter  cette  histoire.  Qu'il 
nous  suffise  de  dire  qu'il  y  a  en  France  des  gens  auss:  honnetes  que 
M.  Clemenceau  qui  aiment  et  estiment  les  Turcs,  et  ceux-la  sont  plus 
nombreux  que  ceux  qui  les  abhorrent.  Mais  ceux-la  se  tiennent  coi, 
ceux-ci  tiennent  le  haut  du  pav6  et  crient  sur  les  toits. 

La  trahison  des  Grecs,  des  Arm^niens  et  de  quelques  Maronites  et 
Libanais  a  provoqu^,  dans  cette  guerre  contre  ces  races,  des  sanctions 
globales,  disproportionn^es,  que  la  nation  turque  a  unanimement 
rdprouv^es  et  dont  elle  est  d^cid^e  a  punir  les  auteurs  responsables. 
Mais,  en  meme  temps,  par  la  consequence  directe  de  cette  trahi- 
son, deux  millions  de  Turcs  ont  p6ri  depuis  19 14.  Aux  Dardanelles,  au 
Caucase,  en  Mesopotamie,  au  Sinai,  en  Palestine,  sur  les  diffdrents 
fronts  europ^ens,  puis  lors  de  leur  exode  devant  I'invasion  barbare 
des  hordes  du  grand-due  Nicolas  pr^c^d^es  des  bandes  sanguinaires

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Your  Excellency, 

While  the  Peace  Conference,  pursuing  its  renovating  and 
humanitarian  work,  is  about  to  decide  the  destiny  of  the 
oppressed  peoples,  we,  the  undersigned.  Delegates  of  the 
Unredeemed  Greeks  of  the  Euxine  Pontus,  have  the  honour 
of  calUng  your  attention  to  the  national  claims  of  our  country 
as  follows :  the  constitution  of  the  north  of  Asia  Minor  on 
the  southern  shores  of  the  Black  Sea  (the  Euxine  Pontus) 
into  an  independent  repubUc,  comprising  a  part  of  the  ancient 
Kingdom  of  Trebizond  of  the  Comnenes,  which  extends  from 
the  Caucasia  to  the  west  of  Sinope  with  its  hinterland. 

Colonized  by  the  Greeks  for  more  than  25  centuries, 
this  country,  the  majority  of  the  population  of  which  speaks 
Greek  and  conserves  the  Greek  habits  and  traditions,  has 
known  the  most  varied  fortunes. 

After  having  formed  a  part  of  the  Byzantine  Empire, 
towards  the  beginning  of  the  13th  century,  at  the  time 
of  the  taking  of  Constantinople  by  the  Crusaders,  it  formed 
an  independent  state  called  The  Empire  of  Trebizond  of  the 
Comnenes.  After  the  capture  of  Constantinople  by  the 
Turks,  Trebizond  fell  under  their  power  in  1462  and  gradually 
all  the  country  was  conquered  ;  since  that  time  it  has  endured 
all  the  evils  of  a  cruel  tyranny.  In  spite  of  persecutions  the 
autochthonous  population  continued  to  lead  its  national  life, 
always  keeping  its  ethnical  conscience  intact,  always  pre- 
serving the  hope  to  be  able  one  day  to  reconquer  its  liberty, 
so  as  to  fill  that  civilizing  r61e  which  had  devolved  to  it  in 
the  Near  East. 
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
